EPARTMENT 



The schofastie deparlrment is divided 
into two saporotfl and distinct units: 
the high school which offers four years 
of preparatorY work, and the junior 
ndll&ga, which offers two years, of lib- 
eral arts and sconce, Each has tt* own 
crganiiat>on separate from Hie other. Both divisions 
ore fully accredited by the North Central Associa- 
Hon of Collages and Secondary Schools, an organiza- 
tion composed of the loading coflages and prepara- 
tory schools in twenty £tatas t This recognition means 
that gradual es of either deportment are eligible to 
enter any institution in the United States that receives 
students by certification. 

If is our aim to see that each cadet masters every 
lesson thoroughly, To accomplish thii, .every student 
is taught correct study methods and thoroughly 
schooled in corred uses of liberies and labor^ries.
